"JAPAN. - 


* Writing from Hongkong on_ the © 20th 
April, Mr Colquhoun, the Times’ cor- 
respondent, Bays :— ;

The reorganization of the atmy need not 
be at once undertaken, as, following 
Gordon's tactics, which have served them 
so well in Formosa and. Tonquin, they 
could easily drive averything bofore thom 
by the force of superior numbers, especially 
wheu their movements were directod by 
British officera and the campaign conducted 
on English advice. 

‘Russia can thus bo rylled back beyond 
the Amour, and such a spirit would be 
roused in China, eapecially new that she 
has the nucleus of a real fighting force 
ready made, as would keep Russia in check 
for a generation tv como. Do what sho 
will, Russia enn never have very large 
forces in those regions, and. China can 
always crush her -by numbers, if only-her 
tr ops are decently directed and handled, 
as they would be by even the merest hand- 
fal of English officers, 

. There is no one object China would fight 
for and muke snoritiecs for like this, That 
is an absolitte. certainty! But England 
must exercise caution not to raise fulse 
hopea, not te make an alligucs which she 
is not prepared to hold to. Russia is the 
nightmare of all Uhinese statesmen—ua 
well may sho be—and a burning, ineradica- 
ble sure in the breasts of the Manchus. 
Chins to ao man would hail an English 
alliance against Kussia with ardour. Such 
an alliance, I need hardly say, would give 
Enylund the virtual control of tho Chineso 
military and. naval forces, and enab's her 
tu maintain her position in the extreme 
East with compar.ctively. small cust and 
littlo responsibility to herself. 

Japan already favours the arrangement 
strongly, and there can be little doubt that 
the following ‘combination. will spring ‘into 
existence the moment war is declared be- 
tween Englund and Kussia, “The combina- 
tion is:—(a) <Anglo-Chinego as far. as 
Afghanjstan, THi-Kuldja, and Corea are 
concerned ; aud (6). Aly'o-Chino-Japanese 
for the proteotion of Corea alone, In view 
of the development of thé power and com- 
merce of China and Japan, and of the 
prospect:ve importance of commercial aa 
well as other advantages, such a close 
relation to these two Powers would bo of 
the utmost value to Engiahd. ~ 

Such an alliance would ba based'ov com- 
mon permanent interests. It would be o 
natural and therefore durable and beneficial 
alliance.” Nothing so advantagouus for the

THE SUAKIM-BERBER RATLWAY.. 


A correspondent, telegrapbing from Suez, 
gives the following account of the Suatim-, 
Berber railway :—‘ Thera lie now ‘olf Sun- 
kim, in the auchorage, twonty-eigtit trans- 
ports, having on board 130 miles vf milway, 
with rolling-stock completo; nnd, I believe, 
the Berber railway stution, Tho whole of 
this plant is to be Innded to free thy ships ; 
and, having thus beeu shot on shote, is to 
be s8id, Thore are vurtuus rumours as to 
its probable purchasers. As the Indian 
Government will nut havo it at any price, 
it may, perhaps, be foread on our poppet, 
the Egyptians, upon whom we lave so 
carefully impressed the necessity of eco- 
nomy. It would take seven months to un- 
load at Suakim the transports whish con- 
tain tho Suakim-Berber railway, Lord 
Wolseley, 1 believe, desires to send some 
of theso vessels to unload at Suez, thus 
saving time and money, and, posnbly in. 
creasing the chance of finding a purchaser, 
Uhe militury railway experts have examined 
the eighteen ond odd miles already laid 
from Suakim tosthat portion of tho desert 
neat the mountaias which is called Otao, 
and report that their inapectiun of the line 
showed considerable defocta in the materils 
and methed. of laying The tish-bults

| This organisation, which is undenoniina- 
ticval in its character, held . its annual 
meoting ia the: Conference Hall, Mildmay 
Pork, on May 27. .

At tho aftor- 
noon meeting the Earl of: Shuftesbury, was 
announced to’ preside, but indisposition 
prevented his Lordahip from being present, 
and his plico was filled by Me Theeture 
Howard.—Mr Broomball, the Seerstary, ini 
giving an accoumt of the work dono'during 
tho past year, described tho various places, 
illustrated by a map, whore the mission- 
aries were at work,, The income, he said, 
for the, provious year hud-been 17,8581, 
being an increase of 1,6681., on the former 
year. - Tho receipts for the present year 
thus far amounted to 8,000/., being about 
2,0002., in advance of the’ corresponding 
period of last year.
